Plea for the defendaut continued: 
[We have not space for his ex tended 
argument in going over the evidence.] 
The speaker gave a logical theory of the 
evidence. 
We can only give a sy nopsis 
of his review as follows: 
Thiel was killed Saturday afternoon 
before the rain. 
T hat true because the 
blood was washed from body ; and his 
clothes wet and muddy , and there was 
no rain after Saturday night before body 
was found. 
His throat was cut and 
bruises made on the head before the rain 
and before the body was placed under 
the culvert because there was a pool of 
blood on the north side of the culvert and 
walls spattered with blood. 
Blood was 
on inside of shirt in front, showing that 
his throat was cut when he was sitting 
up; therefore it could not have been after 
he had been laid under the culvert. 
Dr. 
Paine swore it must have taken an hour 
or hours to kill him. 
It would take to 
come from down town up there and back 
an hour and one half; then an hour to 
kill him. 
The evidence hereafter dis­ 
cussed will show conclusively that he had 
no opportunity to do it that afternoon. 
Then, was discussed the question of iden­ 
tity of the prisoner with persons seen go­ 
ing south of depot on Tuesday or W ednes­ 
day before homicide and demonstrated 
that neither Mrs. Dix on. Miss Mead or 
Mrs. Levan could possibly identify him; 
because they had never seen him before 
or since, ex cept in jail. 
They did not 
recognize that the man they saw had a 
brogue. 
They were interested in the 
case and ex cited and jumped to the con­ 
clusion that it was Mosse. 
The books 
arc full of mistaken identity . 
When a 
person is seen but once it is the most un­ 
satisfactory evidence; ail of us are mis­ 
taken in our best friends. 
But Mrs. Flatt 
swears absolutely certain that Mosse was 
not the man there that day . 
She knows 
as well as the others. 
She is their own 
witness. 
The witnesses, Mrs. McDonald 
and Mary Curran, swear they saw Thiel 
on the Thursday when they were at Kno- 
dle’s. 
If they were mistaken as to that 
time why are not their other witnesses 
mistaken? 
The 
evidence shows that 
Mosse was home all day Tuesday , and 
that on Weducsday forenoon at the time 
it is claimed he was at Dix on's he was 
down town. 
Two witnesses swear to 
that. 
On the 12th Mrs. Dix on thinks by 
glancing out the window she saw the 
same person she saw Wednesday . 
If she 
was mistaken then she was mistaken 
Saturday . 
The same with Miss Mead. 
You can’t tell people by 
glances, or swear 
their lives away upon them. Louis Dix on 
and .James Curran never saw them 
be 
fore or since and could hot know them. 
The only witness put on that ever m w 
.U» » ** In fo rm 
was Anna Belle Our ran Sh'e 
had seen him st Spiders and probably 
kn mt tto n . 
Stic swears that she did not 
rccocoitt the man going up the road with 
'Thief that afternoon 
as Mosse, 
She 
thought it w t i ; tramp. 
She went to the 
jail and knew Mosse and still could 
not 
see that he was the man with Thiel that 
afternoon and ^till thought it was a tramp, j 
There is evid« *« c of one who knew ‘him 
that afternoon, and 
the only one who did j 
011 their side of the case, and she >ub 
j 
stantialiy swears that It was not Mosse. 
Dues their own evidence not place more 
than reasonable doubt in the case as to 
whether Mossu was with Thiel 
on that 
fatal Saturday afternoon on the road to 
the culvert? The knife 
was a common 
knife, the*« s/c hundreds of jptfcer knives 
in this community like ft j it was found on 
the weeds Within three rods of the scene 
of the homietd« ; no sane 
man commit­ 
ting the murder would 
throw u there; 
that Spiller Within a few minutes after he 
came there picked it up; 
a knife that he 
once owned and 
no one saw 
up; that if Mosse threw it there 
have tak£ fe# away afiorwi 
oreuinstance# show it was 
by a guiRy fò ty or some one 
throw flusplopn « pon Mosso a] 
from the real guilty Utah. Ther# hail 


been a week to arrange these circum 
stances. 
Mosse took the spade to get 
work at tiling if he did not g et work at 
Lloyd’s; left it at corner, because he |hac 
to come back from Lloyd’s to that cor 
ner to go to Long’s to get the job at til 
ling; Ed Geer had the day before tolc 
him of the job at Long’s; no sane man, if 
guilty, would have carried that spade tin 
daylight before « verybody for a mile And 
placed it in front of aschool house where 
school was in session. 
Mosse had no op­ 
portunity that morning while he had the 
spade to cover up the body; he was at 
road corner at ten minutes before eight 
and at Bchool house fifteen minutes after 
it would :take him twenty-five minutes 
to walk the mile; if he had been at the 
culvert within fifteen minutes of Pen­ 
rose he would have seen him. 
Mosse 
statement as to spade is reasonable. But 
they say he .denied the spade; that Vthfn 
charged with crime ¿ e lied. 
fiy ioi is a 
low. contempiible habit that should he 
frowned upon by all and prevented by 
law if possible: but it Is not prevented; 
men are not hung for lying; if so there 
would a scarcity of inhabitants in certain 
communities. 
The lamented Storrs in 
his last speech said "all men are liars, 
and some wom an/’ that even lawyers a?d 
3udge* úpoií;the b sn ci li#d. 
X don’t be­ 
lieve the last, 
p u l tins Udy was gk&rá ed 
with a crime, no one -can till now a per­ 
son will act under such circumstances; 
the law books lay down that doctrine, 
Mosse says he traded the ring for the 
chain. 
That is a reasonable statement. 
Who contradicts him? No o« e. That 
has been hi# statement since before the 
beginning of this trial and was the yery 
statement to the jury in the beginning 
I understood it. 
Whatever statements 
made about the chain when be was arrest 
ed were made when he was first charged 
with the crime and was scared and ex 
Cited. 
Counsel then discussed the que#- 
tion as to the stains on clothing. 
He 
argued that Dr. Paine could not tell what 
the stains were. 
He cfted medical author­ 
ities to show that blood stains could not 
be told from many other stains. 
That 
dry blood stains could not be sworn to by 
any medical experts. 
Two physicians, in­ 
troduced by the defence, swore that dry 
blood stains could not be identified. Why 
didn't the people with all their money 
have medical experts to examioe the 
stains so it could be certainly told what 
the stains were by either a chemical test 
or tests with the microscope or spectro­ 
scope? If it is blood we have shown thut 
it came from the killing of a mad dog. 
Would any sane man have worn those 
clothes afterwards if guilty ? 
He uever 
concealed them. He had the coat on when 
arrested. 
Then there was no claim of 
stains on the coat. 
They have not ac­ 
counted for coat since. 
There has been 
opportunity to place the stains upon the 
cuat; and some one interested in conceal­ 
ing the real guilty one may have done so. 
The club was not found there at the time 
the body was found. 
Part of it found the 
nex t Tuesdrty . 
The ring was not found 
until Tuesday and then two inches above 
the ground. How could it have laid there 
:or four day s with thousands of people 
tramping over it without their seeing it? I 
charged that the club was placed there by 
a guilty person after the 12tb; that the 
ring was found 
by the guilty ’ man 
or 
Thiel and when the newspapers claimed 
a ring was needed to convict this man it 
was thrown there by the man who killed 
Tluel, or some one foe* him. 
I make the 
same charge as to the knife. 
The circum­ 
stances show that was probably true. 
Mosse’s eonduct]at body was not to be con 
strued against him. He was shocked and 
confused at the gaping wounds, nothing 
more. 
He was followed by a jeering 
crowd 
The jail was filled for day s by a 
staring crowd, quizzing and threatening 
the prisoner. 
lie was to be pittitMi 
The 
case is full of mistakes admitted as to 
time and identity . 
How many more are 
there not admitted? Counsel discussed 
all these separate propositions and argued 
that none of them had been proved be­ 
y ond a reasonable doubt; that if they had 
been they did not show the pri*suei’s 
guilt; that the whole was n<» stronger than 
a part; that if the ju ry had doubt as to the 
individual propositions they must have 
a doubt as to them *11 when put together. 
Counsel then urged at length that there 
was no motive proved in the case. 
The 
only pretense w as that Thiel probably had 
thirty -five dollars. 
A man 
who was 
willing to work and alway s had worked, 
who had alway s lived an houest, Indus 
trious life, would cot commit such a 
crime upon such a motive. 
Why did not 
attorney s for the people produce all the 
witnesses there were on the iudictment? 
More than a dozen were not produced. 
Out of those produced there were several 
who helped the defence. 
How many 
more are there we do not know about? 
Where are the school noy s that ex amin­ 
ed the club? 
I have a right to argue that 
they would have sworn that it 
w as not 
the club. 
The witnesses for the people, 
backed by the detectives, have worked 
up this case. 
They huy e mads out their 
theory and imagined the facts to tit them. 
They have ex citedly jum ped to conclu­ 
sions just as the law hooks say they are 
apt to do. 
Upon the people’s ow n evi­ 
dence they have no case. 
All the circum 
stances and facts proved 
b y them may be 
true and the man innocent. 
They can 
all be ex plained upon other reasonable 
hy pothesis. 
The facts and circumstances 
indicate they were manufactured for the 
occasion. 
The evidence for the defence shows 
that the conduct of the prisoner after the 
alleged killing wus that of an innocent 


have proved it. 
I insist that it was that 
of a third person. 
MosSe had none miss­ 
ing. 
It belonged to Uiq man that done 
the killing. That is a strong circumstance 
for the prisoner. 
Counsel then discussed 
the question of a ^h i aside from evidence 
of Maggie Smith and Belle Spiller. 
He 
showed that Mosse bought a pair of bools 
at Haley’s jostbefore J ames Corceran, J r., 
came there. That was fifteen or thirty 
minutes after fité. 
Haley's books show it

Me had but from four to five to do 
it/onebodr» He couldn’t have done It. 
Counsel then discussed fully Maggie 
Smith's testimony, fifce eras the witness 
for the people. T h ey vouched for her. 
They said she was good and honest. She 
swore the strongest point In their case— 
the ring if unexplained. 
They admit she 
has an honest heart. She Swears abso­ 
lutely that Mosse was at home that day 
from 3:40 until about five o’clock. 
She 
knows sbe can't be mistake^. 
She either 
tells the truth or a lie. 
They admit she 
does not lie, therefore Mosse was there 
from four to five on that fatal Saturday 
and could not possibly have committed 
the deed. 
Stake the case upon her testi­ 
mony. If true, he is innocent. She knows. 
Would she risk her spul to save a man she 
knows to have committed such a horrible 
crime as this ? 
Would she stand by a man 
she knew to be guilty of kUHPA a poor 
hoy in cold blood? 
I insist her evidence 
overcomes oil the testimony of those who 
do not know the prisoner. I stake the 
case upon her honesty! 
She never has 
told ¿ a different story. 
Her attention at 
the beginning was not called particular­ 
ly to the time that afternoon. 
Morrison 
and Woodyatt were after her for the ring. 
They desired in the beginning before 
she understood herself ana the surround­ 
ings to entrap her into something that 
would injure her and her best friend. 
Woodyatt pretended he wanted to hire 
her ; approached her under false pretense ; 
they imposed upon her, but even then 
she was not quizzed particularly 
as 
to time, she simply said he came back 
and went away after three o’clock. 
She 
did not say how long after. 
Afterwards 
she thought of Knodle being there and 
Mrs. Ford asking her the time of day and 
fixed the time, and she is, right about it. 
Mosse changed h is clothing that after­ 
noon. 
He came lom e with his Sunday 
clothes on, that is admitted, when did he 
do it? He must have done it just as Mag­ 
gie Smith say s. He bad these new clothes 
on when he went down before 
five to get 
the boots. 
Belle Spiller swears Mosse came home 
just after Knodle was there nt half past 
three. 
There was no blood upon his 
shirts that were washed and they missed 
no shirts. 
How could he have-committed 
the killing without getting blood on his 
Giirts? 
The evidence for the defence 
shows Jhat the prisioner couid not be 
guilty . 
All the ex idence when taken to­ 
gether can be ex plained consistent with 
the piisioners mnocense. W hat could the 
jrisioner have done with the money Thiel 
lad? where is the watch and the pocket- 
jook? Suppose he had left the country as 
a guilty man would have done, would not 
the circumstances have pointed to the 
guilt of others? 
Why was ho killed so 
uear the tramps home? Why did Mrs. 
> van and others think it was a tramp 
with Thiel? 
Where is the other boofc- 
agent? 
Where are the banjo men? Why 
did the officers tliink Thiel 
whs killed! by 
taliant; und why was lie killed so aear 
their quarters? 
How do we know but 
sums one or more, some gang may have 
had an object in killing him; some band 
•f counterfeiters, perhaps, who may have 
» ad suspicions that he kaaw something 
against them'' The whole case show« to 
my niifwi that the defendant acted like an 
unocent man; that the circumstances 
were fix ed uno« him by the guilty parties 
or some one far them; that a#*ie people 
from the false tutsiimptioii arising from 
manufactured ciré limitane#« jumped to 
tin- conclusiva he wa* jrwtlty . and moved 
by tb<* horrwr of the crime was nerved to 
take a part, aid jumped to erroneous 
concili« *« » #, was mistake* as to his Men- 
ity and as to the times they saw him; that 
those who knew facts in his favor on ac­ 
count of some ex citement and terror, 
thought they were mistaken as to their 
recollection; or feared to give defendant 
benefit of their knowledge; that the evi 
idence of the few who were actual friends 
of M osso show' conclusively and absolute 
ly bis iunocense and that ends the <•««<*, 
There is no motive proved. 
You can't j 
convict out of revenge, or malice. 
The | 
deceased is gone; nothing can bring him 
back. 
Nothing y ou can do will right his 
injury . 
If y ou are influenced by that 
motive nothing bui barra can come of it, 
tor it will only blind y ou to the actual 
evidence and to real justice. 
Revenge 
and malice actuate criminals, actuate the 
bad. 
They do not enter into the hearts 
of Christians or of justice. 
There is no 
place for them in God’s universe, or in 
his plan of life. 
He has cast them out. 
Tiny are but avenging spirits of the 
damned, of the wicked, of Satan himself. 
Let them not enter here lutò this temple 
of justice. 
Here y ou are to know other

A little after nine o’clock this morning 
Mosse was brought to the court house 
where the final sentence w a s pronounced. 
There were only about seventy people 
present, including three ladies. 
After « 
few formal motions by Attorney 8 . H . 
Bethea, which were recorded by the court 
on his docket, leaving still anotherchance 
for the prisoner in a higher court, the 
J udge said J oseph Mosse you may stand 
up; anti then he requested the prisoner to 
stand a little closer to him that not a word 
might be lost. 
During the reading of the 
sentence Mosse made not the slightest in 
dlcation that he heard a word. 
When 
asked if he had nothing to say he uttered 
the “ no, sir” in a low, choaking voice, 
and cast his eyes from the J udge to the 
floor. 
There were many eyes wet with 
tears, even among the members of the 
bar, in the court room. 
J udge Brown 
then said:

Here you are to consider calm­ 
ly and dispassionately . 
Here you are to 
attempt and will attempt to do justice af­ 
ter God’s own plan. 
Here you will do as 
you would be done by. 
Here you will act 
as if one of your own was on trial. Oth­ 
ers may laugh and jeer for upon them is 
not the responsibility. 
But you will do 
justice in mercy. 
Mercy is one of God's 
sttributes, one that you will use in at- 


After a fair and impartial trial, continu­ 
ing through ten day s, y ou have been con­ 
victed of the murder of F rnk 
C. Theil, 
and y our punishment fix ed at confinement 
iu the penitentiary for y our natural life. 
The defense mado by y our attorney has 
been thorough and able, and every thing 
that could possibly be done in y our de 
fensc has been done and done well. The 
crime of which y ou have been convicted 
was one of the most wanton and cruel 
crimes that was ever perpetrated within 
the 8 tate of Illinois. 
The y oung man 
whose life y ou took wus comparatively 
stranger in Dix on, y ou perhaps being h 
most intimate associate. Ho was engaged 
in selling books, and the event shows that 
y ou have occassionally been employ ed to 
aid him in making sales. 
There is no 
question in my mind, but that on the day 
Theil was murdered, y ou prevailed upon 
him to go with y ou into the country , un­ 
der the assurance that he could sell an 
« lbufti to a Miss Maggie Hmith, und when 
y ou reached an unfrequented place, out of 
sight of dwelling houses,y ou deliberately 
aud cruelly deprived him of 
life. 
It 
clearly appeared from the evidence, that 
before y ou left Dix on, y ou had cooly and 
deliberately prepared to lake the life of 
Thiel. 
You took with y ou the club with 
which| y ou undoubtedly struck the first 
blow, and the knife with which y ou cut 
y our victim’s throat, had been sharpened 
l» « fore 
hand. 
The 
many 
and varied 
wounds y ou inflicted upon Theil, are 
j woof of the fact, that a fearful struggle 
ensued between y ou and the victim of 
y our cruelty , before y ou overcome him. 
You had deliberately determined to take 
the life of Theil; and his flowing blood, 
his gapiilg wounds, and plea for life, did 
not stay y our murderous hand, or soften 
y our calloused heart. 
There was no enemity between y ou and 
Thiel, on the contrary , y our relations 
were friendly ; y ou did not kill him in 
the 
heat of passion, but probably had 
delibeiated upon the mutter for 
some 
day s, and coolly made up y our mind to 
take his Ilf« -. 
There could be but one 
motive by which y ou were influenced, I 
and that was the desire to possess the | 
trifling sum of money that Thiel hud hou 
cstly earned from the sale of hooks. 
You ! 
must have known that Thiel did not ha ve­ 
to ex ceed seventy -five dolurs, and y et for 
that trifling amount y ou were willing to 
crush out his y oung life. 
By honest toil 
y ou could have earned in a few months 
more money than y ou obtained from the 
dead body of Thiel. 
Your victim was a 
y oung man less than eighteen y ears of 
age, with almost all of life before him, 
and,undoubtedly ,life was as dear and pre­ 
cious to him as it was to y ou, nevertheless, 
for that paltry sum or seventy -five dol­ 
lars, y ou deliberately , willfully and with 
malice aforethought murdered him. 
In 
the history of y our crime I have looked 
in vain for a single mitegating circum­ 
stance, for one cloud with a silver lining 
for a single ray oQight in the surrounding 
darkness, for one act tempered with mer­ 
cy. 
The circumstances attendiug 
the 
finding of the dead body df Thiel were 
most remarkable. 
Dumb beasts were 
terrified at y our crime and became your 
accusers. 
It is true that the evidence 
against you was entirely circumstantial, 
but circumstances may be so connected 
as to be mors conclusive and satisfactory 
than politic« proof. 
A more complete chain of circumstances 
showing your guilt beyond §11 reasonable 
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doubt. 
never 
environed a 
prisoner. 
Each link iu the chain seems to 
be 
perfect, and the chain 
wli« -n completed 
could not be broken. 
Positive 
testimony 
may be false, but .the 
circumstances 
proven against y ou cannot possibly 
be 
reconsiled on any other theory than your 
guilt. 
On the day of the murder, you 
were seen going with Thiel towards the 
culvert where his body was concealed, 
carrying a club in your band; in a short 
time you returned to your boarding house 
alone. 
Within the next few days you 
were frequently seen in the vicinity of 
the culvert. 
On the morning of the day 
the body was discovered you were seen 
by several parties on the road not far from 
the culvert carrying a spade when [within 
an hour] the body was found, It had but 
recently been covered with fresh earth, 
on the way to the witness Loyd's when 
yo* were arrested, you concealed the 
spade, soon after that the spade was 
found, it appeared to have been used, 
when charged with having had n spade, 
you denied having had one, but subse­ 
quently admitted It, but made a false 
statement as to where you obtained it 
and where it was; when you were arres­ 
ted, a watch chain which belonged 
to 
Thiel, and which he Wore on the day he 
was murdered, was found in your vest 
pockets. 
The club that you carried, 
broken into two pieces, a ring you had 
belonging to Maggie Smith,and your pock­ 
et knife were found near the culvert, 
stains resembling blood were upon the 
watch chain, the knife and the clothing 
you wore. 
These circumstances with 
others proven, conclusively established 
your guilt. 
The punishment that you 
shall suffer was fixed by the jurors at im­ 
prisonment for life. 
It was their power 
to have fixed your punishment at death; 
but they concluded to spare your life, 
and to place you for the balance of your 
life [where you *can shed no more inno­ 
cent blood. 
The jury were more merci­ 
ful to you than you were to Thiel. 
In 
view of frequent cruel murders that have 
been perpetrated within the last ten years. 
I 
have 
deliberately 
come 
to 
the 
conclusion 
that 
the 
only 
safe 
place for the willful murderer Is the 
grave. 
If ever a man was worthy of 
death, y ou are the man; if a more cruel 
crime was ever committed it has not y et 
beeu revealed; If there ever was a case 
which showed that the murderer was pos­ 
sessed of a wicked, cruel and malignant 
heart, it is indicated in y our case. 
I be­ 
seech y du to indulge no hope of pardon. 
You have demonstrated y our unfitness to 
asssociate with y our fellow men. 
When 
the prison door closes behind y ou, it will 
not be opened to y ou until y our body has 
come out for burial. 
Your food for the 
balance of y our life will be ample but 
plain. 
You will toll y our remaining day s 
without compensation, the only rest y ou 
will have will be in a felon’s cell—y our 
only associates will be felons. 
Dressed in 
iu a felon’s garb, y ou will be marched 
out to the labor assigned to y ou; day af­ 
ter day , week after week, month after 
month, y ear after y ear, until the lost 
grain of sand shall run out of the dial of 
y our life. 
I think y ou will soon con­ 
clude that I have not over drawn the pic­ 
ture of prison life, 
The only solace a 
life-convict can possibly have is the re­ 
ligion of Jesus Christ ; with y our,*great sin 
washed with the atoning blood of Christ, 
prison life will 
be made tolerable. 
I 
commend y ou to Him as the sinner’s 
friend. 
And an interceptor between y ou 
a id an offended God. 
The sentence of 
the court is, that y ou bo imprisoned with­ 
in the penitentiary at Joliet, for y our nat­ 
ural life; five day s’ of each y ear of y our 
life to solitary confinement, and the re­ 
mainder of the y ears of y our life to hard 
labor, to pay the costs of tho prosecution, 
and the sheriff will have ten day s’ in 
which to ex ecute the sentence.

Sec, 2. That the secretary of the treasu ry 
is au thorized and directed to p u rchase from 
time to time silver bu llion in bars not less 
than nine-tenths fmo at the market p rice 
thereof, not less than 
2,(XX),000 ou nces troy 
l>er month, nor moro than 
4,000,000 p er 
month, and shall issu e in p ayment therefor 
coin certificates of tho United States in 
denominations 
of 
not 
less 
than 
$10 
each, corresp onding with the denomina­ 
tions of 
United States notes, and tho 
bu llion so p u rchased shall be retained in 
tho treasu ry for the secu rity and for p ay­ 
ment of tho same; and tho amou nt of su ch 
certificates at any timo ou tstanding shall 
not exeeed the cost of the bu llion p u rchased 
by su ch certificates; and tho certificates 
thu s issu ed shall be receivable for cu stoms

CHARGING HERSELF WITH CRIME TO 
SAVE HER HUSBAND, 


And Sticking tu the Story—Sensation in 
a New York Court—A Heavily-Veiled 
Witness Who Coolly Retracts Former 
Solemn Asseverations. 


New Y ork , Jan. 29.—The trial of Thomas 
A. Dowling , for attempting to kill Lawyer 
Z. M. W ard by shooting him in his office on 
Oct. 28 last, was taken up in the Passaic 
county court at Paterson Thursday before 
Judg e Dixon. 
Prosecutor Eug ene Steven- 
§ on conducted the case for the state and 
Senator John W. Grig g s for the defense, 
« Lawyer W ard testified to the shooting . 
Dowling fired two shots from a revolver ** 
W ard, the second of which took effect 
W ard was so badly wounded th at he came 
near dying .. Dowling , the defendant, testi­ 
fied th at W ard told him th at his wife’s con­ 
duct in his office had been forward and 
familiar. 
He took out his pistol to say w hat 
he oug ht to do to her seducer, when W ard 
exclaimed: 
“Don’t 
shoot; 
let me ex­ 
plain!” 
That, Dowling said, made him sus­ 
picious of W ard, and he shot him. ‘The 
next witness was Dowling ’s wife. 
She was 
led in by Senator Grig g s with her face hid­ 
den under eig ht tfucknesses of veil. 
When 
Dowling was first arrested he said th at he 
had shot W ard because he had been crim in­ 
ally intimate with his wife. 
This at the 
tim e made Mrs. Dowling very ang ry. 
She 
wrote her husband a letter, and had the 
same published in The Paterson Guardian, 
stating that she would have nothing more 
to do with him; th at he had practically 
charg ed 
her with being a disreputable 
woman, and .henceforth their lives would be 
a p a rt 
She would not come near him, and 
she hoped that he would meet with just 
punishment for shooting Lawyer W ard. 
Mrs. Dowling made a similar statement to 
Father NcNulty and others. 
She deliber­ 
ately acknowledg ed in detail th at she had 
made all these statements, but th at they were 
all lies; and th at she had been g uilty of 
adultery with Lawyer W ard on three differ­ 
ent occasions; that she had told her hus­ 
band of it, and he, under the sting , had 
g one down and shot the lawyer. 
This made 
lawyer W ard sq uirm in his seat, and Pros­ 
ecutor Stevenson de:uanded th at the wit­ 
ness remove her veils and show her face. 
Senator Grig g s 
objected,

Dixon said it was proper. 
The jury had

veils were unpinned and unrolled, a process 
that took several minutes. 
Mrs. Dowling 
was discovered to be a young and attractive- 
looking woman.
